Activities to Share 
MATH 


Fast Facts Write the numbers 0 through 9 ona set of ten index cards. Make another set of cards. Mix up the two 
sets of cards, and place them facedown on a table. Ask your child to pick any two cards. To practice the addition 
facts, ask your child to give the sum of the numbers on the two cards. For example, when your child picks 7 and 5, he 
or she should say the sum 12. Modify this activity to address your child’s needs. For example, to review addition facts 
for sums through 12, use only the sets of cards with numbers 0 through 6. 


Addition All Around Look for various situations at home, outdoors, or in a store or restaurant to help your child 
reinforce addition facts. For example, if there are 3 apples in a bowl and 2 more are added, ask how many apples 
there are in all. Using real objects helps children learn and retain basic facts. 


Subtraction Two Ways You can reinforce the concept of subtraction in two ways. Look for a situation where there 
is a group of objects and some of them are taken away. Ask your child how many are left. Or look for a situation where 
there are two groups of objects. Ask your child how many more objects there are in one group than in the other. 


LANGUAGE ARTS 


Addition and Subtraction Words Use words and phrases such as add, addend, plus, sum, total, in all, and 
altogether to expand your child’s vocabulary and reinforce addition concepts. Use words and phrases like subtract, 
minus, take away, difference, how many are left, and how many more/less to reinforce subtraction concepts. 


Storybook Time There are many books for young children at your local library or bookstore that include addition 
and subtraction situations. Help your child build connections among models (*« 4 4), numerals (3), number names 
(three), and operations (addition, subtraction) using real-life or fantastical situations. 


Bird Watching To attract birds and squirrels, sew a garland of popcorn, grain cereals, and dried fruits to hang in a 
tree. Or smear peanut butter on pinecones and sprinkle with seeds. 


Rainbow Factory Ona sunny day, place a clear glass of water on an indoor windowsill. Make sure the sun shines 
through the glass. Put white paper near the windowsill. Move the paper around until a rainbow appears on the paper. 


SCIENCE 


Creature Features Use facts about animals to reinforce addition and subtraction facts and operations. Encourage 
your child to look up facts about animals and create his or her own addition and subtraction problems. For example, 
he or she might compare the weight of a cat and a turtle. 


SOCIAL STUDIES 


Road Trip Tally On a road trip, ask your child to keep a tally of different colors or types of vehicles. Then he or she 
can add to find the total number of vehicles and subtract to compare how many more or fewer there are of the 
different types. He or she might also count and tally the types of different signs or different buildings along the road. 
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Workbook practice can help kids develop 
fine motor skills, focus on the task at hand, 
and learn new skills at their own pace.
